T H E TREATIES ARE ADOPTED. 


The German, 
Austrian 
and Hun­ 
garian peace treaties have been rati- 
lied by the senate and by a substantia! 
vote in which party lines were greatly 
obliterated and the approval sanction­ 
ed by both republican and democratic 
senators. 
This is as it should be. The 
country needed official peace with its 
late enemies to the end that the regu­ 
lar and natural functions of commerce 
between nations not at war should be 
renewed, without the foolish techni­ 
cality of being still beligerants, while 
act pally at peace, constantly arising to 
disrupt and disorganize industrial and 
commercial 
endeavors. 
There is no 
question but that the 
world 
would 
have been 
much 
benefited had this 
thing been done immediately after the 
war had ceased. 
But party politics 
prevented. 
That, and the bitter hat­ 
red of some 
senators 
for President 
Wilson, alone prevented the same ac­ 
tion on the Versailles 
treaty 
as has 
been fit ken on the ones approved by 
the senate 
last 
night. 
These new 
treaties are 
not so bad, from the 
viewpoint of earnest and sincere sup­ 
porters of the 
original 
one, 
even 
though in their opinion, they do not go 
as far as they should and take in the 
League of Nations. 
This can be said 
regarding them: 
They are based on 
the Versailles pact 
almost 
entirely 
and, expressly provide that all and eW 
ery advantage stipulated in it as ac­ 
cruing to the United States shall still 
accrue and be binding on the govern­ 
ments of the nations involved. 
They 
are, indeed, the Versailles treaty, pure 
and simple, by other names* with only 
the elimination of those parts of it that 
bind irs to aid the world nations in pre­ 
serving universal peace. The Old Nick 
has been “ beaten around the bush” in 
this matter to the satisfaction of the 
partisans and the personal enemies of 
the former president, and they are 
content now to adopt part of the plan 
that he was a mighty factor in form­ 
ing, knowing 
as they 
always have 
known, that it was 
the 
only way to 
bring about normal international con­ 
ditions. 
The rest will follow. The dis­ 
armament convention is but a step in 
that direction. 
Soon will come our ac­ 
tive participation in the affairs of the 
world as outlined in the league coven­ 
ant, although, perhaps, it will be un­ 
der qnother name than the one agreed 
upon at Paris. 
For all of which we 
are duly thankful.

tie venerable ruler, 
as 
hi-* wile. 
Maria Theresa, who was Princess 
Royal of Hungary 
and 
Bohemia, 
died on the same day. 
A lter his abdication Ludwig tied 
to Switzerland and 
later 
to 
th»’ 
Austrian Tyrol with 
Other 
ro>al 
members ot his household. At one 
t ime he was reported to be Jiving at 
castle ot Vaduz under 
a fictitious 
name, and also to have been driven 
to the Alps by Sparticides.
